Will Be Uotely Followed By Ceatral Passen- 


ger Railroads. 


Central Passenger association roads, 


in wbich are the railroads entering 
Cosbocton, have issued a circular noti- 
fying their connections that they wiil 
hereafter strictly enforce their rule 
relative to 
the transportation of 
corpses. This rule provides that, no 
corpses may be checked unless accom- 
panied bysome person paying full fare 
and without the presentation of one 
fuil fare ticket for the corpse. It ap-
